A motorcade of 152 cars and 
two buses carrying Bert Combs 
boosters from six Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky counties assembled in West 
Liberty Thursday morning and 
left over US. 460 for Shelbvville 
to attend the opening of judge 
Combs* campaign 'or the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination for Governor. 
Judge Combs spoke at 7 p.m. 
Thursday night and his address 
was carried on 31 radio stations 
The motorcade formed here 
included the following counties 
and cars—Floyd 40 cars and two 
buses. Pike county 19 cars, Ma¬ 
goffin county 16 cars, Johnson 
county 16 cars, Morgan county 
30 cars, Elliott county 31 cars. 

The motorcade formed in front 
of the Morgan County high school 
campus and passed through Main 
street at 11:20 to 11:35, with ban¬ 
ners flying and horns honking 
The two buses carried the 
Prestonsburg high school band. 
Huge signs on the side of the 
buses read, "Floyd County 10.000 
Strong for Combs." and another 
lead. “Combs Is The est." 

All cars bore signs like Mor¬ 
gan's which read “Morgan Coun¬ 
ty For Combs." 

The motorcade was due to pick 
up other Combs supporters in 
Menifee, Montgomery, Clark and 
Fayette counties and was ex¬ 
pected to swell to 500 cars by the 
time the motorcade reached Lex¬ 
ington

Tobacco setting is in full swing 
in Morgan county with some 
farmers reporting they have fin¬ 
ished setting. County Agent Carl 
W. Sinclair reports farmers have 
been getting excellent stands as 
it has been ideal weather here 
for transplanting. 

Farmers who dust their plants 
just before transplanting with a 
10 percent DDT dust at the date 
of one pound per 9x100 feet of 
bed will have no flea bettle dam¬ 
age in the field. They can also 
mix one-fourth pound of 50 per¬ 
cent DDT wettable powder in 25 
gallons of water. 

If flea beetles begin to bother 
plants already set. they may be 
so severe that plants die or make 
little growth. To kill flea bee¬ 
tles in the field when they are 
severe and plants haven’t been 
treated before setting dust with 
10 percent DDT dust at the rate 
of 5 to 10 pounds per acre on 
young plants or spray with two 
pounds 50 percent wettable DDT 
powder in 100 gallons of water, 
50 or more gallons are needed 
per acre. 

As the hotter June weather 
comes it will be more difficult to 
secure a stand. Only the strong 
healthy plants should be used, 
canvas should be left off beds a 
few days before setting to get 
the plants used to direct sun and 
setting only in the afternoon is 
desirable. Proper setter adjust¬ 
ments and use of water is very 
important.

The murm¬ 
uring pines and hemlocks..’ and 
go straight through a hundred 
lines. No telephone bells or car 
horns blasted the sweet serenity 
of silence in which they memor¬ 
ized endless fact after endless 
fact, unquestioning. 

Teacher boarded ‘round and 
“heard” the tables, one through 
twelve, after supper by the grate, 
gleaming with cannel coal, while 
Father dozed in the corner and 
Mother stitched patches on jeans 
When Jim couldn’t spell every 
word in his round, there was al¬ 
ways a hickory stick in the cor¬ 
ner behind the stove both at sc¬ 
hool and at home. 

Where I come from we learn¬ 
ed to fight fire with fire. You 
know when a woods fire was 
running along at a pretty good 
clip, we'd build a backfire to 
head it off.

Milk Adds Millions 
To Farms’ Incomes 


Old Bossy produced 92 million 
dollars worth of milk in Kentucky 
the past year. So says a state¬ 
ment from the University of 
Kentucky, issued in connection 
with June as Dairy Month. There 
were 628,000 cows in the state in 
1954. 

Dairy cow numbers in Kent¬ 
ucky have made a steady and 
consistent growth in the past 
three decades. In 1954 milk cow 
numbers were 24 percent higher 
and milk production 41 percent 
larger than the average for the 
years from 1924 to 1930 

Kentucky farmers have taken 
advantage of new and growing 
markets for whole milk and have 
shifted away from sour cream 
and butterfat. In 1925 there were 
no cheese plants and no evapor¬ 
ated milk and ice cream manuf¬ 
acturers. Since 1930 there has 
been a decline in the number of 
creameries and cream buying 
stations and an increase in the 
whole milk outlets. 


The decline in the demand for 
butter and the enlargement of 
whole milk routes and new plants 
have resulted in a nine-fold in¬ 
crease in milk sales paralleled 
by a sharp decline in butterfat 
sales. In 1954 whole milk brought 
in more than 10 times as much 
cash as did butterfat. It is esti¬ 
mated that about 500 million 
pounds of whole milk were bot¬ 
tled for sale in Kentucky in 1953. 

Dairying is considered well 
adapted to small farms so numer¬ 
ous in Kentucky. Farmers in thi- 
state have some advantages in 
costs of production because of 
plentiful labor, good pastures 
and opportunities for winter 
grazing.

"A new "drop-out” recomputa¬ 
tion, one of the provisions of the 
1954 social security amendments, 
may provide monthly benefit in¬ 
creases for many current benefi¬ 
ciaries," social security district 
manager, Hobert A. Flynn, said 
today. 

The law allows a recomputation 
of the benefit amount by droping 
out up to four or five years of 
low earnings or no earning!. In 
many cases this will have the 
effect of raising the average mon¬ 
thly wage and increasing the mon¬ 
thly benefit. 

One of the requirements for 
the drop-out recomputation is 
six calendar quarters of cover¬ 
age acquired after June 1953. This 
requirement may have been tul- 
filled as early as October 1954 
if the social security recipient 
had been paid at least $50 in wag¬ 
es in the last calendar quarter 
of 1954 and in five preceeding 
quarters. Thirty-six hundred dol¬ 
lars paid any time in 1953 and 
$3600 any time in 1954 would 
also satisfy this requirement 

"The 1954 amendments provld -1 
ed a general benefit increase! 
which was automatic for all pre¬ 
sent lecipients of monthly checks,” 
Mr. Flynn emphasized. “However, 
the drop-out increases are not 
automatic. Applications should be 
filed promptly in the social sec¬ 
urity office at 340 14th. Street 
Ashland, Kentucky.
